To The Bulletin Legal Dept. On 
Dec. 27, 1914, A lent B a eum of money 
to buy feed and seed. A took 4 chattel 
mortgage on B's stock, interest to be 
paid every six months and $100 on 
principal annually. B has paid the in- 
terest on time but no principal yet. 
This mortgage was registered on 
time. What must A do to keep this 
mertgage legal?—/W, 
| A renewal statement showing the 
amount still due and the amount paid 
on the mortgage should be filed with- 
in thirty days next preceding the ex- 
piration of two years from the date 
of filing of the chattel mortgage and 
the same procedure should be follow 
ed every year therafter. You will 
probably have to consult your solicitor 
about drawing this form as it must be 
in accordance With the Chattel Mort- 
gage Ordinance.

Padre Davis: A Memory 


Late Rector of St. Peter’s Church, Edmonton 


One of the Unsung Heroes of the War Now to be 
Honored by the 4th C.M.R.

Padre in the trench, he would always 
be in the act of stuffing his cap in 
his pocket and placing his helmet on 
hie head. 

It was not enough for him to have 


church parades, funerals and his can- 
teens and reading rooms to look 
after. He heard there was a British 
aeroplane lying out in No Man's 


|Land with the dead aviator beside it; 


had been there for months, The 
Padre went out at night and buried 
thie gallant airman. When he rTe- 


;ported it to the firet aerodrome he 
encountered, the flyers wanted 
identifications So the Padre guid- 


ed one of the aviators to the grave 
and they @ug it open and secured the 
identity of the dead flyer from the 
regimental buttone on his tunic. 

Near the electric power station in 
front of Avion and La Coulotte the 
Padre discovered scores if unburied 
Canadians and Germans. 

He persisted until he was given a 
working party out at night, and there 
held surely the strangest funeral 
rites ever performed, in the light of 
enemy flaree, and with frequent 
salvoes of shelle digging fresh graves 
for him. 

And by this time the Padre had 
found a real friend Captain John 
Wood, gon of Sir James Wood, was 
our adjutant that summer. He had 
taken compaasion on the Padre's 
loneliness, more to defend the gentle 
fellow from the heavy humor of the

jhis life. The result of this incident 
was that the Padre won the esteem 
of that group in the battalion which 
}held no other officer in esteem I 
| was witness of a fight that originated 
'{n some one blaspheming and using 
that Name which the Padre held 
sacrvd, and which these new friends 
of the Padre were determined ehould 
be not lightly used. 

Unlike most of us, the Padre grew 
bolder the longer he was in action. 
|He visited the front line daily. He 
‘spent hours with the boye on duty. 
If there was a raid, the Padre was 
to be found in its immediate vicinity. 
He had been awarded the Military} 
Cross for his splendid work of rescue 
and daring at Passchendaele 

Then we moved south of Amiens, 
in August, 1918. 

What the Padre’s orders were for 
that battle are not remembered. But 
whatever they were would not have 
mattered.
